/ 2 matched ) for a runing Courſe,you 
VNGLE arc principally to regard the eſtate 
(ENS of the Body, 1nwhich the Horſe :s 
EZZ&8D at the time of his marching, and this 
eſtate of body I divide ito. three ſeveral 
Kinds.-: - Gn I Eton 
1. The firſt is, if he be very fat,foul,and either 
newly taken from graſs or ſoul. 

Gr = 2.The 
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2. The ſecond , if he be extream lean and 
poor, either through over riding, diſorder,or 
other infirmity, _ 5 
3. Thethird , if he be in a good and well 
Jiking eſtate; having had good uſage and mode- 
rate exereiſe; s , $5 


If your Horſe be in the firſt eſtate of his bo- 


dy , you ſhall take longer time for matching, 
keeping, and bringing into order, as two 
Months at the Jeaſt , or more as you can con- 
tinde your wager. 

If your Horſe be in the ſecond eſtate of 
Body, that is, very poor, then you ſhall alſo 
take as [ons time as you may , yet you need not 
To much as in the former, both becauſe greaſe 
cannot much offend, and exerciſe may $0 hand 
in hand with feeding. 

If your Horſe be in the third eſtate of Body , 
( which 1s a mean betwixt the other extreams ) 
then a Month or ſix weeks may be time ſufficient 
to diet him for his Match. 

Now as you regard theſe general eſtates of 
bodies fo you muft have aneyeto certain par- 
ticular eſtates of bodies , as ifa Horſe be fat 
and fou!, yet of a free and ſpending nature, apt 
quickly to conſume. and looſe his fleſh. This 
Horſe muſt not have ſo tri&t an hand, neither 
can he endure ſo violent exerciſe , as he that is 


of a hard diſpoſition, and will feed and be. fat 


upon all meats and all exerciſes, | 

ke. Again, if your Horſe be 1n extream poverty, 

bughdiforder or miſuſage, yet is by nafure 

yery hard andapt , both ſoon to recover his 

fleſh and long to holdit , then over this Horſe 

you ſhall by ng means hold ſq liberal and tender 
2 ps an 
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an hand, nor forbear that exerciſe , which 
otherwiſe you would do to the Horſe; which is 
of a tender nature , a vveak ſtomack, and a free 
ſpirit. - Provided alwaies, you have regard 
_— limbs , the imperfe&tion of his lame- 
neſs. 

Thus you ſee how to look into the Eſtates 
of Horſes Bodies, and what time to take for your 
matchings. | 

1 will now deſcend to their ſeveral orderings 
and dyetings , and becauſe in the fat Horſe, Ts 
contained both the lean Horſe , and the Horſe 
in reaſonable eftate of Body, I will in him ſhew 
all the ſecrets and obſervations whith are to be 
imployed in the dieting and ordering of all 
three, without any omiſſion or reſervation 
whatſoever.

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How to Diet an Horſe for a Match fhat i fat , 
foul , and either newly taken from Graſs , or 
Soil, being the firſt Fortnight. | 


T* you match an Horſe that is fatand foul either 
- Þ by runing at Gratis, or ſtanding at Soil , 
or any other means of reſt, or too high keep- 
ins , you lhall for the firſt fortnight ar leait , 


riſe early in the morning.:before day , or at the 
ſpring of day, according to the time' of the 
year, and having put on his Bridle waſht in 
Beer, and tyed to the Rack, take away the dung 
and other foulneſs of the Stable, then you 

Hes i: B 4 thall 
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Mall dreſs the *'Horſe exceeding well , that is to 
ſay. | | 
You ſhall firſt curry him all over from the head 
to the tall, from the top of the ſhoulder to the 
knee, and trom the top of the buttock to the 
hinder Cambrill; then duſt him all over , either 
with aclean duſting cloath, or with an horſes 
tayl, or ſuch like thing , made faſt to an handle 
then curry or rub him all over, with the French 
bruſh, beginning with his forehead, temples, and 
cheeks, ſo down his neck, ſhoulders, and fore- 
leggs, even to the ſetting on of his hooves, fo 
along his lides, and under his belly , and laſtly,all 
:bout his buttocks, and hinder leggs, even to 
the ground. Then you ſhall go over all thoſe 
parts which the bruſh hath touched with. your 
wet hand, and'not leave, as near as you can, one 
looſe hair about him, nor one wet hair , ſor 
whar-your hands did wet, your hands muſt rub 
dry again : you ſhall alſo vvith your wet hands 
cleanſe his ſheath, his yeard, his {tones or codds, 
and his Yuel5 and indeed not leave any ſecret 
place uncleanſed, as ears, noſtrils, fore-bowels, 
and berween his ninder thyghs. Then you (hall 
take an hair-cloath, and with 1t rub the Horſe 
all oyer in every part, but eſpectally his face , 
eyes, cheeks, between the chops, on the top 
of his foretiead, in the nape of the neck, and 
down his leggs, ferlocks, and abour his paſterns. 

Laſtly, You ſhall take a clean wollen cloath, 
and with it you thall rub the Horſe all over, be- 
ginning with his head and face, and fo paſting 
through every part ofthe Horſes body or limbs, 
which hath been before mentioned ; then take a 
wet Mine-comb,and combr down mane and tail. 


When 
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When this work is finiſhed , take a fair large 
bedy-cloath, of thick warm houſewives Kerſey, 
(if it be in the winter ſeaſon , or of tine cotren, 
or other lighr ſtuff , if ir be in the Summer ſea- 
ſon ) and told itround about the Horſes body , 
then clap on his Saddle, and girt the foremolt 
girth pretty ſtraight, and the other girth ſome- 
what ſlack, and wiſpe ir on each {ide the Horſes 
heart, that both the girths may be of equal 
{traigarneſs , then pur before his brelt a warm 
breſt cloath , and ler it cover both his- ſhoul- 
ders. _ 

When the Horſe is thus accoutered and made 
ready, you lhall take a little beer into your 
mouth and ſpirt it into the Horſes mouth, and 
ſo draw him our of the Stable, and take his back, 
leaving ſome ordinary Groom behind you, to 
trim up your ſtabie, ro carry forth dung, and 
ſhake and toſs up your litter. For you are to 
_ underſtand, and it 13 a general principal, tbar 
your Horſe muſt ſtand upon good ſtore of freſh - 
dry Licter continually, both nightand day; and 
ir muſt ever be of Wheat-ſtraw if poſſible, or 
Oat-traw if torced by receſliry. As for Bar- 
ley-ſiraw , and Rye-ſiraw , they are both un- 
wholeſome and dangerous; the one doth heart- 
burn, the other cauſeth ſcowring. 

When you are thus mounted, you ſhall walk 
forth your Horſe foot-pace, ( which we call 
raking } for you muſt neither amble ,- nor trot, 
| atlealt a mile or two , or more upon ſmooth and 
found ground , and as near as you can to the 
Keepeſt hiiis you. can find : there gailop your 
Horſe very gently up thoſe ſteep bills, and rack 
ar walk bim ſoftly down, tha the may coole as 

much 
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much one way , as he warmeth another. And 
when you have thus exerciſed him a pretty ſpace, 
then ſecing the Sun beginning to riſe , or pret- 
tily riſen, you ſhall walk your Horſe down ei- 
ther to ſome freſh River, or ſome clear Pond is 
fed with a ſweet Spring, and there let your 
Horſe drink at his pleaſure. 5 

After he hath drunk, you ſhall Gallop andex- 
erciſe him moderately as you did before , then 
walk him a pretty ſpace, and after offer him more 
water : If he drink, then Gallop him again, if 
he refuſe, then gallop him to occaſion thirſt, and 
thus alwaies give him exerciſe both before and 
after water, 5 

When he hath drunke (as you think ſufficient- 
ly ) then bring him home gently, vvithout a wet 
hair about him : when you are come to the ſtable 
dore ( before which your Groom ſhall throw all 
his foul litter continually from time to time ) you 
ſhall there alight from his back, and by whiſtling 
ſtretching the Horſe upon the ſtraw, and ariling 
the ſtraw up under the Horſe, ſee if you can 
make him Piſs, which if at firſt he do not, yet 
with a little cuſtome he will ſoon be brought 
unto it, and it 1s an wholeſome aRion , both 
for the Horſes health, and for the cleanly keep- 
ing of the ſtable. 

When theſe things are performed, you ſhall 
then bring the Horſe into his ſtall ; and firſt tye 
his head up to the rack in his bridle , then with 
hard wiſps rub all his four legs down with as 
great ſtrength as you can, then unloſe his breaſt. 
'cloath; rub his head, neck, and breaſt, exceed- 
ing much with adry cloath: then take off his 
Saddle; and hang it by ; aud after take off his 

Cs ENS Body 
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body,cloath; then rub over all the Horſes bod 
and limbs , eſpecially his back where the Saddle 
ſtood, and then cloath him up firſt with a lin- 
nen ſheat, then over it a good ſtrong houling- 
cloath, and above it, his woollen body cloath, 
vyhich in the vvinter is not amiſs to have it lined 
with ſome thin cotten , or other woollen ſtuff, 
but in the heat of Summer , the Kerſey it ſelf is 
ſufficient. 7 

When you have girt theſe Cloaths about him,, 
ſtop his ſurlingle round with reaſonable big ſoft, 
and thick vviſps; for with them he will lye at 
beſt eaſe, becauſe the ſmall hard wiſps are ever 
hurtful. 

After your Horſe is thus cloathed up, you 
(hall then pick his feet and ſtop them up vvith 


 cowdung, and then throw into his rack a little 


bundell ofhay, ſo much as a half penny bottle 
in adearInn, well duſted, and hard bound up 
together, and this he ſhall tare out as he ſtandeth 
on his bridle ? ; _ 

After the Horſe hath ſtood on his bridle more 
then art hour , or anhour and half, - you ſhall 
then come to him, and firft rub his head,face, and 

the nape of his neck with a clean rubber, made 

_ of new ruff hempen cloath,, for this is excellent 
for the head, and diſfſolyeth all groſ- and filthy 
humours, and then you ſhall draw his bridle 
and vvith a very clean Cloath , make the manger 
ſo clean as may be ; And if he hath ſcattered any 
| hay therein, you ſhall gather it up and throw 
it back into his rack; then you ſhall take the 
quantity of aquart, or better, of ſweet , dry, 
old and clean drefled Oats, of which the heavieſt 
and the whiteſt are the beſt, as thoſe vvhich vve 
cal] 
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_ call the Polavd Oats, or the cut Oats, for thoſe 
only are wholeſome, the other vvhich are un-. 
ſweer breed infirmity , thoſe which are moiſt, 
cauſe ſwelling ia the body, thoſe which are new, 
breed worms, and pain in the belly, and they 
which are half drefled, decieve the Ronack;' and 
bring the Horſe to ruine. As for the blak Oats, 
though they are tollerable in the time of ne- 
ceſfity, yet they mike full dung, and hinder 
cn knowledge in the ſtate, of the Horſes 
ody. : 

This quart of Oats you ſhall pur into a Sieve 
thar'is. ſomewhat leſs then a Riddle,and a thoughe 
bigger then a Recing lieve ; ſuch a one as will 
Jeta Light Oat g0 through, but will keep a full 
Oat from ſcattering. . In this Sieve you ſhall 
ree, dreſs, and roſs your Oats very much, thar 

| "there may be neirher duſt , nor any other foul 
thing inthem: And ſo give them to the Horſe 
tocat, and ifhz eat them with a good ſtomack, 
you may then [iit, and give him as much more z_ 
and ſo let him reſt, till tc be near eleven of the 
clock. Then come to the Stable again, and ha» 
ving rubbed the: Horſes head , neck, and face, 

you ſhall then take another quart or better of 
Oats, and as before, toſs and ree them through 
your Sieve, and ſo give them the Horſe. Then 
cloling up your windows and light, thar the 
Horſe may remain ſo dark as 1s poſſible, Teave 
bim till one of the clock. And here you are to 

underſtand that the darker you keep your Horſe 
in your abſence, the betteritis, and it will oc- 
cajton him to feed, lye down and take bis reſt ; 
where Otherwiſe he would not. And therefore 
we commonly uſe to arm the- Ralls where- 

1. 
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in thoſe Horſes Rand, round: about, and alofe 
and over the rack with ſtrong Canvas » both for 
darkneſs warmth, and that no filth may come 
near the Horſe. : 7 by 
At One aclock or thereabouts, come to the 
Horſe again, and lift and dreſs him another 
quarter of Oats as before ſhewed, and give 
them him : after you have rubbed well his face, 
head, and nape of the;neck, then putting away 
his dung and ,making .the ſtable clean and ſweet, 
Sive him a little knob'of hay , and ſo leave him. 
till four of the clock in theevening, if it be in 
the Summer, - afcer three if-it. be in the Winter 
and ſhort ſeaſon. —_ TE 
- At four a clock in the evening come again to 
the Stable, and having made all thingsclean , 
then bridle up the Horſe, having wet the ſnaffel 
with:beer, and tyed him up to the rack, then take 
off his cloaths and dreſs him in all points, and 
every way as: was ſhewed you in the morning. 
After he is dreſſed, then cloath and Saddle him 
as was alſo ſhewed for the morning : then bring: 
him forth and do your beſt to make him piſs and 
dung upon the foul Litter at the ſtable door :' 
then mount his back, and ride him forth, as you: 
did in the morning, but not to the hills if poſſible 
you can find any, other plain and level ground 
as Meadow, Paſture, or any other earth , eſpe- 
cially if it lye alovg by the River. But in this 
caſe you can be no chooſer,, but mutt rake. the 
moſt convenient ground you can find, to make 
a-vertue of neceſlity. There air your Notſe' in 
all points in the Evening,as you did in the Mofrn- 
ing, galloping him both before and after his 
water, then raking him gently up and down, 
| in 
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in your raking you muſt obſerve even from the 
Stable door in all your paſſages, eſpecially vvhen 
you yvould have your Horſe to empty himſelf, 
ro let him ſmell upon every old and nevv dung 
_ meet vvithal , for this will make him empty 
is body, and repair his ſtomack, _ 
After you have vvatered your Horſe, and 
ſpent the Evening in airing till vvithin night, 
'for nothing is more vvholeſome or ſooner con- 
ameth foulneſs then early and late airings) you 
ſhall then air him home to the Stable door , there 
alight, and whatſoever you did in the morn- 
ins-either vvithin doores or without, do the ſame. 
alſo now at night, and ſo leave the Horſe on his 
bridle an hour or an hour and a half. Then come 
to him again, and as you did in. the forenoon, 
ſo do now, rub vvell,draw his bridle, cleanſe the 
manger ,put up his ſcattered hay, ſift him a quart 
and better of Oats, and give them him, and ſo 
let him reſt till nine of the clock at night. 
At nine of the clock at night, vvbich is bed-. 
time both for your Horſe and your ſelf, come 
unto him, and firſt rub dovvn his leggs hard with 
hard vviſps, then with a clean cloath rub his 
face, head, chaps , nape of the neck and fore-:

and ſo betake both him and. your ſelf ro your 
reſts till the next morning. Boks 
The next morning ( as te morning before) - 
come to. the Horſe before day, or at the break,.

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according to the' ſeaſon of the year, and do e. 
very thing, without the omiſhon of any one 
particular, as hath been formerly -declared. 

And thus you ſhall keep your Horſe conftant- 
ly for the firſt fortnight ; in :which by this 
double daily exerciſe, you ſhall ſo harden his 
fleſh, and conſume his foulneſs, that the next 
fortnight ( if you be a temperateman ) you may 
adventure to give him gentle heats. 


Now touching hus heats , you are to take to 
| ſelf theſe four Cnfleratinr, _ 


Irſt, That two heats in the vveek is a ſuffici- 
ent proportion for any Horſe, of yyhar 
condition or ſtate of body ſoever. 
Secondly , That one heat ſhould ever be 
ejven upon that day in the vveek on vvhich 
he is to run his match. As thus. for Ex- 
ample. | 

If your match 15to be run upon the Munday,; 
then your fitteſt heating daies, are Mundayes 
and Fridayes, and the Munday to be ever the 
ſharper heat 3 both becauſe ir is the day of his 
match, ' and there 1s three dates reſpit berwixt ir 
and'the other hear. 

Tf the match.day be on the Thurſday , then 
the heating dayes are Tucſdayes and Sathr- 
dayes.

 Ifon the Thurſday, then the heating daies 
ny Thurſdaies and Mundaies, and ſo of the

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_ Thirdly , You ſhall give no hear ( except in 
caſe of Extremity ) in very rainy and foul wea- 
rher, but rather to differ hours, and change 
times , for 1t'is wnwholeſome and dangerous. 
And therefore in caſe of ſhowers and uncertain 
weather , you thall be ſure to provide for your 
Horſe a warm lined hood with linen ears, and 
che nape of the neck lined to: keep out rain , 
for nothing is- more dangerous then cold wet 
falling into the ears, upon the nape of the neck 
and-the Meth nn ng FL. 
Fourthly and Laſtly ,, Obferve to give your 
heats, (the weather being ſeaſonable ) as early 
in the morning as you can ,; that ts by the ſpring 
of the day : but by no meanes1n the dark, tor ic. 
3s to the Horſe unwhojeſome and unpleaſant, to 
the man a grear teſtimony of folly, and ro both

At Oneof the Clock in the afternoon (or af- 
ter, if you intend not to givehiman heat the 
next day ) you ſhall feed him with bread and 
Oats as you did in the forenoon, and ſo con- 
ſequently every meal following for that day, 
obſerving every action and motion as hath been 
before declared. 

But if you intend the next day to give him a

The truc ute of them, is to keep the Horfe 
from eating up kis Litter, from knawing upon 
Boards and mud Walls, and indeed to keep him 
from eating any thing , but what he receiverh 
from your hand, | 

Theſe muzzels are ſometimes miade of Leather, 
and ſtartipt full of holes, orelſe cloſe, bur chey 
are unſavory and unwholeſume ; for if it be 
allom'd Leather, the allome is offenſive , if it be 
liquord, the greaſe and ouze are full as unplea- 
ſant : beſides, they are too cloſe, and too hor, 
and both make a Horſe lick, cauſe him to 
forbear reſt, and retain his dung longer in his 
body, then otherwiſe he would do, 

The beſt Summer .muzzel , is the net muzzel 
made of ſtrong packthread , and knit exceeding 
thick,. and with ſmall maſhes in che bottom, and

And from their contrartes, to gather all things 
whatfoever that may give Diſlike or Ot-

To begin therefore with the firſt Principals 
of Ele&tion, you ſhall underſtand that they are 
divided into two ſpecial heads , the one gene- 
ral , the other particular. 

The general Rule of EleRion, is firſt the end 
for which you buy , then bis breed or gene- 
rations, his colour , his face and his ſtature ; 
and theſe are ſaid to be general ; becauſe . the 
firſt, which 1s the end for which you buy , 
is a. thing ſhut up only in your own 
breſt, ;

Lt and principally you muſt foreſee, that 
your Stajjion and Studd Mares be both of 
good and lively nature , and not ſubjeR to any 
natural diſeaſes, For as heavy Horſes and Mares 
will breed Colts of roiliſh and heavy nature, ſa 
if they be infected with any natural diſeaſe, 
their Colts for the moſt part ſhall be troubled 
with the ſame diſeaſe. 


Wild Mares be wot beſt to keep for the Race. 


T ſhall be well done that you handle alj your 
| Studd Mares, and make them tame and ealie, 
whereby , beſides the commodity you may have 
of their work , which cannot hurt their taming 
if they be ſoberly handled , you may be ſure at 
all times to remove them from one Paſture to 
another , to bring them to be covered, and to 
rake their Colts from them without great trou- 
ble; whereas wild Mares be not only cumber- 
Jomto keep, bur alſo oftentimes do deſtroy the 
' Colts in their bellies with their raſhneſs , when 
you ſhould handle them or any of their fellows.
